chemicais. ‘luberculosis-infected guinea 
pies are killed by the injection of very 
small quantities of diluted cultivations. In 
fact, within six to forty-eight bours, accord: 
ing to the strength of the dose, an injection 
which would not be sufficient to produce 
tue death of the animai taay cause an ex- 
tended necrosis to the skin in the vicinity 
of the place of i: jection. If the dilution 
be etill "rurther dijuced the animals inocu- 
lated wiil remain aiive and a noticeable im- 
provement of their condition soon super- 
venes. Lf the iujection be continued at in- 
tervals of from one to two days the ulcerat- 
ing inoculation of the wound becomes 
smaller and finally scars over, the size of | 
the smaller lymphatic glands 1s reduced, 
the body becomes better nourished and the 
morbid process ceases unless it bas gone 
too far, in which case the animal perishes 
from exhaustien. By this meaus the basis 
of the curative process against tubercie is 
established. 

The remedy which is used in the new 
treatment consiste of glycerine and an ex- 
tract derived from the pure cultivation of 
tubercle bacilli.’ Besides the effective 
substances, al} other matter is soluble in 50 
per Cent. of giycerine, consequently it con- 
tains a certain quantity of mineral salts, 
coloring substances and other noknown ex- 
tractive matter. The effective substance is 
insoluble in absolute aicohol. It can be 
precipitated, though not indeed in a pure 
condition, but still combined with other ex- 
tractive m tter, which is likewise combined 
and likewise insoluble inaleohol. The col- 
oring matter may also be removed, render- 
ing it impossible to obtain from the extract 
a colorless dry substance containing the ef- 
fective prineiple ina much more concen- 
trated fourm than the glycerine solution for 
application in practice. The purification of 
the giyeerine extr.ct offers no advantage, 
because the substances so eliminated are 
unessential fur the human organism. The 
process of purification would make the cost 
of the remedy unnecessarily high. 

Against the practical spotiontion of such 
dilutions of dead tubercle bacilli there pre- 
sented itself the fact that the tubercle bacilii 
are not absorbed at the inoculation points, 
nor do they disappear in another way, but 
for a long time retmnain unchanged and en- 
gender greater or swalier supperative foci. 
The only important point was to extract. 
from the tubercular bacilli the curative sub- 
stance. I finally succeeded, with the aid of | 
a 40 or 50 cent. solution of glycerine, in | 
obtaining an effective substance from the 
tubercular bacilli. With the fluid g0 ob- 
tained I made further experiments on api- 
mals, and finally on human beings.

UNEARTHED AT NEW YORK. 


It Does a Greater Business Than the 
Loulsiana Swindle — “indem- 
nity Bonds” Provetdé Be 
Lottery Chances. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 15.—{By the As 
sociated Press.} Edward H. Horner, a 
banker at No. 88 Wall street, has 
been arrested for sending lottery cir- 
culare through the mails. The arrest 
was made on the strength of indict- 
ments found against tue prisoner in 
Springfield, Ill. Inspector Conrad, 
speaking of the case, says that Horner 
is chief agent in this city of various 
indemity bonds of Austria, Hungary 
aod other foreign countries, which 
bonds, he says, are nothing more or less 
thau lottery certificates. 

The extent to which they were dealt 
in in this country would exceed the 
Louisiana Lottery’s business in its 
busiest times, and he pronounces it a 
gigantic swindle. Over $100,000,000 
ure collected yearly for these so-called 
bonds, it is said, and the whole of it is 
controlled by Horner. The latter, ac- 
cording to the statement of the in- 
spector, acknowledged that he is 
interested in various schemes tothe . 
amount of $500,000, and that his yearly 
expenses exceed $125,000. He main- 
tains branch establishments in Boston, 

St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, Den- 
ver, Birmingham (Ala.,) San Frapcisco, 
St. Joseph (Mo..,) Mexico aud South 
America.

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THE HISTORY OF THE CASE|/e 


Another Stay of Execution Granted 
Inthe Jessie Marshall Seduc- 
tion Suit—Court Notes 

. —New Cases. 


The suit of J. K. Tuffree against Alvan 
D. rock, which has been pending for some 
time pastiu the Superior courts of this 
county, and which has been submitted to 
Superior Judge Van Dyke for decision, re- 
Calis the goud old days ofthe boom. The 
case really forms a most interesting story. 

lt was tried before Judge Van Dyke in 
the Superior Courton October 9, and tbe 
trial cunsumed at the time a number of 
days, owing to the fact that a great many 
witnesses were examined on -the part of 
piaintiff and defeudants, The case arose 
from a transaction which occurred during 
the boom days when the Southern Pacilic 
Raiiroad Company was trying to acquire 
the water irunt at Point Firmip, near Sau 
Pedro, in this county. 

Alvan D. Brock, ove of the defendants, 
Was at that time a real estate agent, and had 
obtained contracts for the purcuase of sev- 
erai tracté of land lying between this city 
and Sav Pedro Harbor, among which was 
‘Limme Puiotor tviut Firmiu, Brock ob- 
tained a boud from Capt. ‘Limms, whu was 
the owner of the property, and agreed to pay 
$25,000 for it Subsequentiy be made ar- 
ravgemeuts with J. W. Pearson of San 
lraucisco, aud assigned the bond to him in 
cousideration of oue-fourth interest in the 

roperty, which Pearson agreed to deed to 
ruck, tor the assignment. 

Atter Pearson obtained the title to the 
property, he refused to make good his prom- 
ise Ww Brock, but negutiated tne s.le of the 

roperty to tue Soutbera Pacific MKailroad 

cxtensivon Cumpany and the San Peurv 
tiarbor Duck aud Land Association, aud 
obtained about €350,000 fur the property 
irom tbese Cur purationus. 

Brock brought suit against Pearson and 
these corporations in the Superior Court, 
iv 1557, Claiming that Joun W, Pearson had 
defrauded bim of tue bond, that he was en- 
titied to ope-fuurta interest in the property, 
aud that the corporations to whom Pearsou 
had suid bad notice of tne fraud practiced 

upoa Lim. The suit was brought ou behalf 
ot Brock by H. H. Appel aud the action 
assumed Cousiderabie lmportance, owing to 
the amounutof muney iu question, and at- 
tracted a great deal of atteution at the time 
it was tried, Several counsel 
were employed in the case, amunog whom 
were Joun D, Bicknell, attorney for the 
railroad, King & Saufley of San rrancisco, 
fur Pearson, aud associated with them were 
Houghton, Silent & Campbeli of this city. 

The case was tried before Judge Van 
Dyke, anda judgment rendered in favor 
vt Brock, giving him oe of the 
property. Afterward J. K. Tuffree, a resi- 
dent ot Orange county, brouglt suit agalust 
Brock, Pearsun and the above-menuoned 
corporations, Claiming that they had 


___... | bought the property in trust for him, from 


the fact, a8 he aleges, that rock was act- 
ing as his agent at the time that he obtained 
the bond frum Capt. Timms. 

Capt. ‘luffree testified that he had em- 
ployed Brock to gu to Sau Pedro to pur- 
chase the property for him, and 
that he had given nim-money to pur- 
chase it with, and that he  pur- 
chased the property for him, but that he 
wok the bond in Brock’s own pame, Several 
letters, telegran.s and other documentary 
evidence were introduced in the case by 
the plaintilf. 

The detendant, Brock, on tha contrary, 
claimed that he bought the property on his 
own account, with bis own inoney, and that 
he Was not the agent of Capt. ‘lutfree. He 
also testified that he had transactions with 
a ‘Tuffree and had received money from 

Tul transactions, and particulariy 
Tuffree in advertising Portu- 
guese end, but that Tuffree had nothing to 
do with the purchase ofthe Timms Point; 
that Breck was doing a real-estate business 
in this city and advertised all of his lands 
tor sale, and that ‘Tuffree came to him rep- 
resenting himself'as a bonanza king, and 
that he was backed by such capitalists as 
Crocker, Stanford, Mackay and others; that 
brock, believing this, got ‘luifree to he!p him 
to make « sale of the properties that he had 
bonded, but that Mr. ‘luffree spent his time 
at the Nadeau House in entertaining visitwwrs” 
at bis rooms, smoxiug, drinking and tell- 
ing his exploits while he was aspy io the 
Confederate Army within the Union lines 


E,j} at Washington City during the war, and 


that his pretensions that he had employed 
him to purchase this property were faise, 
aud thatin fact he had no standing. ‘The 
testimony was very conflicting, and the 
} lawyers and judge were kept busy for two 
days trying to adjust matters between the 
litigants. Messrs, Smith, Winder & Smith 
and Judge A. W. Hutton’ appeared for ‘luf- 
free, and H. H. Appel and Brousseau & 
Hatch forthe defendants. The argument 
lasted for two days and was submitted upon 
Mr. Appel finishing bis argument, and His 
Honor, Judge Van Dyke, took the matter 
under advisement, 
A FURTUEK STAY GRANTED..-— - 

‘Superior Judge McKinley in Department 
Six yesterday granted a stay of execution 
of twenty additional days in the case of 
Jessie W. Marshall against Jacob S. Taylor. 
Jessie stiil bas her verdict for $25,000 
against Taylor, but as yet she has received 
no coin. 

Judge McKinley first granted the defend- 
aut a thirty days’ stay of execution. This 
stay would have expired on the 19th of this 
month But the extension granted now 
staves the matter off until February 8. 

When this matter comes up a 
courts there will unquestiouably be some 
very sensational developments. Some im- 
portant evidence has been collected since 
the last trial closed and when the battle 
opens again there willbe a strong effort 
mide to dosome execution, if the expres- 
sion is allowable.

At least it is not 
at all probable, 

‘Tbe motive that.influenced some party to 
secure the publication of this taise informa- 
tion cannut. be exactly underswod. is 
prubable, though, tbat he is attempting to 
dupe tradesmen and others by ery fr 
he is the master of the sehvouer GC. Wall- 
lams, Wich he will assert is lying at San 
Pedro wiih a valuable cargo, 

A representative of Tue Times visited 
San Pedro yesterday fur the purpose of 
looking this matter up. At the Custom- 
house the information was given that no 
such schooner as the G, Williams had 
ever entered the port. 

However, it was ascertained that about 
six months ago a lotof vegetables were 
shipped from Los Angeles for the G. C. 
Williams, No such vessel was in port and 
the vegetables decayed in the warehouse of 
the Wilinington Transportation Company, 
as they were vever called for. 

About two mouths ago a man claiming to 
be the captain of the G. C. Williams hired a 
mechanic to go from bere to Sap Pedro to 
repair the pumps of the vessel. ‘be me- 
chanic went down to the seaport, but could 
| not find any such schooner. 

Some time back a man abeut 40 years of 
age looking like a seafaring man called 
at the office of the Willamette Lumber Com- 
pany in this city. He said he was the cap- 
tain of the G. C. Wiiliams, which was then 
dischurging lumber for the company at Sap 
Pedro, On the sirength of this statement 
he burrowed $20 of the cashier. No vessel 
was then discharging acargu for the com- 
pany. The man was an imposter. 

There is evidently something behind the 
ublication of the above dispatch in the 
xaminer which has not yet been un- 

earthed. In the meantime, merchants and

ACCUSED OF MURDER. 


A Terrible Charge Against 
Gus Brennan. 


STRONG CHAIN OF EVIDENCE, 


A Former Resident of San Pedro 
Said to Heve Killed His 
Brother by Burning 
Him to Death. 


Gus Brennan, who formerly resided at the. 
seaportof San Pedro, and who, managed 
during a stay of several years to enliven 
that usually lively community to an extra 
ordinary degree, is now at Santa Cruz, thig 
State, in the County Jail. There isa charge 
of murder resting against bim; and the 
chain of circumstantial evidence that has 
been established agaiust him is very strong. 

For sume time past detectives have been 
engaged at San Pedro working up evidence 
in the case, The record that Brennan made 
at San Pearo will be shown up at his trial, 
which it set for Febrbary 5, in the Superior 
Court of Santa Cruz County. 


crime than the murder of his alleged 
brother. On December 18a fire destroyed 
the cabin in which Brennan aod his 


Cruz. Brennan himself esc:ped without 
injury, but the party whom he claimed 
wus his brother was 80 badly burned that 
he died the same day that the fire occurred, 
The unfortunate individual was dragged 
haif way outof the house. His head, lace 
and body were feartuily burned, but his 
clothes were scarcely scorched. 

Owing to the fact that the burned man 
coula pot speak English he could explain 
nothing abuut how the fire occurred, or give 
any details whatever of the c nflagration, 
Brenpan ciaimed that the wan was his 
brother Eric. 

The whole affair looked very suspiciéns, 
Brennan had uothing of value in the cabin, 
as he had not yet removed his valises from 
the hotel. ‘Then, too, 1 looked very strange 
that the supposed brother shoud be 60 
budiy burned and his clothes should have 
escaped the flimes almost eutireiy. 

But further light was thrown upon the 
mystery,afew days after the fire when 
Brennen turnedup with an insurance policy 
upon bis brother Eric’a for $5000. It, 
was issued by the Connecticut Mutual Life 
lusuranee Company. He aiso had a thirty- 
day accident wy on his brother’s life for 
#5000, issued ~December 5, by the Traveler’s 
lusuraifes Company which expired Jan- 
uary 5, of this year. 

The result of the aeath of the unknown 
individual by the fl. mes, was that Brennan 
would receive $8v0U. ‘This exp! ined some 
of ine anomalous features of the cof 
tion, and set the Sheriff 
county to thinking that ail was not right. 

An investigation was at once instituted, 
and Brefinan’s past history was deived into. 
It wan found that be had formeriv resided 
atSan Pedro. Here in Apriiof 1589 he was 
tarred and feathered by the ind: gnant popu- 
lation for beirg wo intimate with ancther 
man’s wife, 

In May of 1889 his house in San Pedro 
burned under the most suspicious circum- 
stances. lt was insured for #1000. So giar- 
ing were the f cts surrounding the fire that 
Brepnan was arrested on a charge of arson. 

It was shown that on the night before the 
fire Brennan had removed his tool chest, be- 
ing @ carpenter by trade, from the house, as 
well as sume other articles of v.lue. The 
evidence, however, was not strong enough, 
aud he was not heid. 

After this Brennan concluded that San 
Pedro was a little too hot for him, so he left 
and returned to bis native country, whch 
was Fiuland. Later he came b ‘ck to Cali- 
fornia, bringing with him the unfortupate 
individual who was burned to death, and 
whoin he claimed was his brother. 

The result of the detective’s investigation 
at San Pedro has been that he has found a 
man who was intimately acquainted with 
Brenuan’s familyin Finiand, ‘This party 
has made a dep sition stating that the fam. 


Uy comprised three children, two boys, kric 


and Gus, anda sister. ‘The party aiso 
swears that Eric came to this country over 
five years ago, and he further asserts that 
he spe ks good English. 

The tuan who w s burned to death could 
not speak a word of English, and yet Gus 
claims that it was bis brother. A strong 
endeavor will be made by the insurauce 
companies to find this sister. She cau clear 
up the mystery if she can he loc ted.

STANFORD WORSHIP, 


The Express undertakes to criticise 
Tne Times for its attacks’ 
upon Senator Stanford, which, it as- 
serts, are dictated by personal mal ice.

OUR RAISIN PRODUCT—COMMIS- 
SIONER WEST’S FIGURES, 


Extensive extracts from the report 
of George West, the Viticultural Com- 
missioner for the San Joaquin District, 
show that the errors in the raisin sta- 
tistics, to which we yesterday referred, 
are the fault of the Associated Press, 
not of the Commissioner. Instead of 
the production of the State being 
given as 760,000 boxes, when all 
the raisin vineyards now planted 
are in full bearing, it should 
have been 7,600,000 boxes, and instead 
of the consumption of the United States 
being 375,000 boxes, itshould have been 
8,245,000 boxes. 

This, of course, puts quite another 
complexion on the Commissioner’s ar- 
guments in regard to the probable 
overdoing of the industry. Even then, 
however, wethink Mr. West is disposed 
to take too gloomy aview of the future 
of the industry and to under-estimate 
the possibilities of foreign markets for 
the American product. This estimated 
product for California in 1895, namely, 
7,600,000 boxes, is small compared with 
the estimated present product of 
Greece, Smyrna, Spain and Italy, 
which is 29,600,000 boxes—and thes 
raisins are all consumed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Free Coinage 
Bill passed by the Senate last night is 
substantially as follows: 


An act to provide for the free coinage of 
gold and siiver builion, and for other 
purposes: 

Be it enacted: Sectionl. That from and 
after the date of the passage of this act, the 
unitof value in the United States shail be 
the dollar, and the same may be coined of 
4124 grains of standard silver, or 25 8-10 
graius of standard gold, and said coins 
shail be legal tender for ail debts, public 
and private. That hereafter any owner of 
silver or goid builion may deposit the same 
atavy mint of the United States, to be 
formed into standard duilars or bars for bis 
benetit, and without charge; but it shail be 
lawful to refuse any deposit of less value 
than $100, or auy bullion so base as Ww be 
unsuitable for the operations of the mint.

Sec. 3, That the certificates provided for 
in the second section of this act shall be of 
denominations not less than $1 nor more 
than $100, and such certificates shall be re- 
deemabie in coin of standard value. A 
suflicient sum to carry out the provisions of 
this act is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated. Somuchof the act of July 14, 
1800, entitied: An act directing the pnr- 
chase of silver bullion aud the issue of 
‘Treasury notes, and fur other purposes, as 
requires the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver bullion per month be, and the same 
is, hereby repeaied. 

Sec. 4, The certificates provided for in 
this act, and all silver and gold certificates 
already issued, shall be receivable fur all 
taxes and duties to the United States of 
every description, and shall be legal tender 
tor the paymentof ali debts, public and 
private. 

Sec. 5. The owners of bullion deposited 
for coinage shall have the option to receive 
the coin or its equivalent in the certificates 
provided for in this act, and such bullion 
shall be subsequentiy coined. 

The Silver Bill has been, under the 
rules of the House, referred to the Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Meas- 
ures, of which Mr. Wickham of Ohio 
is chairman. ‘The silver men in the 
House have been actively engaged in 
missionary work in the interest of free 
coinage. They are sanguine of ulti- 
mate success and are certain that the 
bill cannot be kept indefinitely .n com- 
mittee, and that within a reasonable 
time the Coinage Committee will order 
a report made, notwithstanding ali 
efforts to prevent the bill having an 
for consideration.

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NINERUSTY OLD GUNS 


The Indians Make Pretenso 


of Disarming. 


Their Tactics at Wounded Knee Re- 


peated at Pine Ridge, 


They Have No Iniention of Giving Up 


Their Weapons. 


Gen. Miles Will Send a Delegation to 
Washington—The Brules Move 
“Tretr Camp—Death of 
Lisut. Mann, 
By Telegraph to The Times. 
Pine (8. D.,) Jan. 15.—[By 


the Associated Press.}] The Indians” 


began to straggle in at noon. They 
were strung out along White Clay 
Creex for a distance of-two miles, on 
foot, on horseback dnd in wagons, 
Some 
of them entered the friendlies’ camp, 
others pitched their tepees on the west 
bank of the White Clay. These were 
the Ogalallas. The Brules camped in 
the bottom around Red Cloud’s bouse, 
half a mile from the agency buildings. 
There are about seven hundered and 
fifty lodges, with about thirty-fivé bun- 
dred Indians. The Indian camp, two 


- Miles from the agency, has been broken 


up. Gen. Brooke hag been ordered to 
march with his command from below 
the mission to this point. Part of his 
command will campon the west bank 
of the White Clay immediately north 
of the Indians, while another will 
flank them on the west and south. 
BIG ROAD’S SURRENDER. 

_ The advance guard of the hostiles 
had scarcely reached the fort when 
Big Road seat word that he had ocol- 
lected the arms of his followers and 
wanted to surrender them totheagency. 
When the weapons came on they were 
found to consist of two shotguns, a 
Henry rifle and a broken carbine, two 
Sharp’s rifles and one Winchester, nine 
gunsinall. This surrender is evidence 
that the Indians do not propose to give 
Me ay their guns, and that they have 
hidden their best weapons in the hill, 
On this basis the entire hostile band 
would be expected to give up in the 
neighborhood of 100 guns, when it is 
kpown that every buck is the owner of 
a gun. 

American Horse, Standing Bear, 
White Bird and Spotted Horse, 
friendly chiefs, are now asking protec- 
tion from the hostiles who have camped 
umong them. The announcement has 
been made of the death at Fort Riley 
of Lieut, Mann of the Seventh Cavalry, 
wounded in the fight at the mission on 
December 30. 

Itis not believed that Gen. Miles 
will be satisfied with disarming on the 
basis of Big Koad’s surrender. This 
may seriously complicate the settle- 
ment, 

CHANGED THEIR CAMP. 
This afternoon the Brules abandoned 
“théir proposed camp near Red Cloud’s 
house and pitched their tepees with 


the Ogalallas, forming a camp nearly 


a mile and a half in length, connecting 
with the friendlies south of the ageucy. 
The main part of the camp extends 
westwards from White Ciay Creek up 
the bluff, on the summit of which the 
Indians have posted pickets to guard 
against a surprise. 

Since the surrender by Big Road of 
the nine guns today, nothing has been 
heard or received from the hostile 
camp. Tonight the military pickets 
are watching the hostile camp as vigi- 
lantly as ever. Tomorrow it is ex- 
pected that otber chiefs will turn over 
to Agent Pierce the arms of their fol- 
lowers, but itis doubted whether the 
surrender will be apy more complete 
than was that of Big Road’s band. 

WOUNDED KNEE REPEATED. 

Big Road’s band did in this matter 
justthe same as did the warriors of 
Big Foot. Ine searching of the 
tepees of the latter was followed by 
the Wounded Knee massacre. Doubt is 
expressed that Gen. Miles will order a 
search. It is also quite certain that he 
will not seek for hidden weapons in the 
Bad Lands or near the camp sites 


-which the hostiles have abandoned. 


Such being the case, the Indians will 
hardly miss the weapons they have 
surrendered, knowing that they 
may at any time regain possession 
of those they have stored away. 
The settlement of the matter 
witbout disturbing the Indians will be 
one of great interest, though many peo- 
ple hold that the Indian, even with 
arms, is not to be feared, if his rights 
under the contracts are observed. 

This afternoon Gen. Brooke visited 
the agency and later returned tohis 
camp, which is now but a short dis- 
tance outside of the northern breast- 
works. “All other detachments of the 
troops have been moved up and the 
military cordon still surrounds the hos- 
tiles. 

THE DANCE GIVEN UP.

The latter say that 
the hostiles, especially the young ones, 
are in very badhumor.

‘A SUGAR-TAX STEAL. 


THE REVENUE DEFRAUDED BY 
AN UNKNOWN FORGER. 


A Discrepancy of $25,000 Discov- 
ered by the Collector at Phila- 
deiphia—Spreckels Puts Up 
a Check as Security. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
- PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.]. Special Agent 
Chance of the Customs service made 
au important discovery a few days ayo, | 
which gave evidence of the existence of 
a gigantic conspiracy to defraud the 
Government out of its legitimate rev- 
enue. By the merest accident he was 
made aware that there was a lowering 
of the sugar entries made by W. Ford 
Thomas, representing the Claus Spreck- 
els sugar refinery. Colleotor Cooper at 
once made an investigation, showing 
that fraudulent alterations had been 
made in sugar entries, and a casual 
xamination led to the opinion that 
he amount of money of which the 
Government had been cheated was al- 
most $25,900. 

Collector Cooper, with a view of pro- 
tecting the Government, made an im- 
mediate call upon the C. A. Spreckels 
firm forthe sum of $20,000, believing 
that that would cover the extent of the 
fraud. Spreckels handed to the col- 
lector a certified check for the amount, 
and this, itis believed, will fully pro- 
tect the Government. The District

In au inter- 
view this afternoon he said that he 
would like to know the motive for all 
this, which, to his mind, is nothing 
more than conspiracy. “It may 
be,” said Spreckles, ‘a design 
to” damage Mr. Thomas who 
has been in our employ for 
eight years. He has been a faith- 
ful and honest man and, in our ex- 
perience we have never seen anything 
to cause us tb question bisintegrity. It 
may be a conspiracy on some ore’s 
part to drive him out of the business.” 

Spreckels added that he could not 
think that Thomas bad done anything 
wrong, and if it is not. a@ conspiracy to 
injure him, itis an effort to injure the 
firm. They desire the fullest infor- 
mation.

then draw loans from the Government 
at the rate of 2 per ceut., as in the case 
of land. The preambie recites that 
the present plan whereby the farmers’ 
crops are projected on the market at 
the same time, thus placing them at 
the mercy of speculators, ought to be 
abolished by the Governument ware- 
house system. 

Wilson made an effort to get imme- 
diate hearing for the latter plan, but 
the Senate deciined to ask the General 
“Government to do anything of the 
kind, unless by the regular committee 
route, so the resolutions went into the 
hands of the Commitiee on Federal 
Relations.

FOUND GUILTY. 


of Neglect. 


‘The Defendants Their Own Attor- 
neys—Justice Gardner Im- 
_ poses Sentence—Other 
Current Locals. 


William G. Strang and Jane Doe Strang 
was tried yesterday - before Justice 
Gardner. The case was called for 10 
o’clock, but it was an hour later before 
the proceedings were instituted. 

Ben Hahn, in the absence of a Deputy 
District Attorney, acted for the com- 
monwealth. Mr. and Mrs. Strang con- 
ducted their own case. As before 
stated, the case was called under sec- 
tion 270 of the Penal Code, which 
reads: ‘‘Every parent of any child 
who wilfully omits, without lawful ex- 
cuse, to rform any duty imposed 
upon him by lawto furnish necessary 
food, shelter or medical attendance for 
such child is guilty of a misdemeanor.”’ 

On Wednesday of last week Johnnie, 
an ll-year-ola son of the defend- 
ants, had his left arm broken just 
laying at 
school. Monday last Tut Times made 
ge the fact that the boy had since 

en without medical attendance, and 
the case yesterday was the result of 
the article. 

The defendants did not demand a 
jury trial. Ur. Dalrymple was first 
called upon to testify. After he had 
been sworn Mrs. Strang requested that 
Dr. Conger be examined first. The 
justice assented and before long the 
witness made his appearance. Dr. 
Conger testified in substance that he 
went to the Strang home on Monday 
and by authority of Humane Officer 
Wright and Constable Butterworth. 
with the permission of the parents, ex- 
amined Jobnnie’s injured arm. He 
found it fractured just above the elbow 


the proper. mode of treatment. Dr. 
Dalrymple then took the stand. He 
had examined the arm shortly after 
Dr. Conger, and reported it in sub- 
stantially the same condition. Both 
physicians agreed that the arm was 
much more swollen than it would have: 
been had it been properly treated. 
‘The cross-examination on the part of 
the defendants was long-drawn out, 
and elicited nothing new of im- 
portance. 

~Humane Officer Wright of Los An- 
geles told how he had read of the case 
in THe Times Monday morning, and 
had come to Pasadena that afternoon 
in response to a telephone from Ofiicer 
Butterworth, and ‘had the physicians 
examine the arm. The cross-examina- 
tion had largely to do with the matter 
of whether or not Mr. Wright had 
spoken on the subject of sanctification 
while in the Strang household. 

The defendants called first upon 
Eilzabeth B. Stratton to testify. The 


examined the arm, and testified that 
in her opinion Dr. Dalrymple had 
handled the arm too rougbly, and in- 
timating that whatever the Lord had 
done in the way of healing~the- bone 


there undone. William C. Stevens, 
the gentleman who has been teaching 
recently the doctrine of divine healing 
at the Holiness Church, took the stand 


brought to the church and there prayed 
for. The witness expressed his en- 
tire belief in the power of the Lord to 
make the arm well, although he had 
not seen and knew little about the ex- 
act nature of the injury. 

Johnnie himself next testified. It 
seemed paradoxical, to say the least, to 
see bim as he sat there, pale, his left 
shoulder drawn down and the hand of 
bis broken arm held in that of his well 
one, to hear him testify that prior to 
the doctor’s examination he ‘had suf- 
fered not a moment of pain. The first 
night after the accident he admitted 
that his arm felt ‘tired,’ but further 
than this he would not commit himself. 
Since the examination he said the arm 
had hurt bim more. He thought the 
Lord would and could heal kim. The 
remaining witnesses were the defend- 
ants. No new points were brought out 
by their testimony. Both witnesses 
took occasion to scathe the reporter 
for the numerous alleged untruths 


he had published bearing on 
the case. Mr. Strang accused 
Dr. Dalrymple of malpractice, 


intimating that he had pushed the 
bones out of proper position. In re- 
buttal Humane Officer Wright testified 
that the examivation had been care- 
fully conducted and that undue rough- 
ness had not been used. 

“It was now after 2 o’clock. Mr. 
Strang generously refrained from argu- 
ment. Mr. Habn did likewise, and 
the case went to the justice. A de- 
cision was soon rendered, finding both 
the defendants guilty of a misde- 
méapor. At the request of the de- 
fendants, sentence was imposed in a 
short time. Mrs. Strang was set 
free, but admonished to apes 
adopt a different course of med- 
ical. treatment when her children 
suffering. Strang was 
given twenty-four hours to put Jobn- 
nie in the hands of a regular practicing 
physician for treatment. If, at the ex- 
piration ot such time be bas not done 
so, he will be compelled to pay a fine 
of $25 or go to the County Jail for 
twenty-five days. Humane Officer 
Wright expressly stated that unless 
the boy 1s in # doctor’s hands by to- 
morrow afternoon, that he will take 
him at once tothe ecouaty bospital. 

The case bas aroused much indigna- 
tion in this commuuity, and the ver-

SANTA MONICA, | 


An Interesting Street Case—Legal4 


Points Raised. 

SANTA Monica, Jan, 15.~{Corre- 
spondence of Tnkr Times.] The pre- 
liminary examination was held Tues- 
day in the case of the people vs. K. D, 
Newton, who was arrested some time 
ago on a warrant for maliciously tear- 
ing up the highway. The defendant, 
the prosecution claimed, plowed. up 
Fifteenth street with a malicious 
intent. He admitted the act of plow- 
ing; that he was.told by Trustee Lewis 
that he could do so, but afterward said, 
as Jones and Baker had refused to 
allow the board to run a drain over the 
bluff, they would refuse to allow bim 
to plow up any of the streets in town; 
that they would be technical, as Jones 
and Baker had been technical with 
them. J. A. Pritchard, the agent here 
for Senator Jones, told him to go 
ahead. The defense put in a large 
mass of evidence showing that the 
street in question had never been 
dedicated, used, and consequently it is 
the property of Messrs. Jones and 
Buker, and they had a perfect right to 
do with the same as they pleased, 
which the prosecution denied. 
Justice Twitchell held the prisoner 
to appear before the higher tribunal 
in $500 bail, which was immediately 
furnished and he was relased. The 
case, when it is tried in Los Angeles, 
will undoubtedly raise many interest- 
ing issues about the validity of the 
charter and the dedication of the 
streets. The street in question is out 
in the open plains, never having been 
used for any other purpose than graz- 
ing, etc.
